Wade’s entries in the ensuing four 
races, having been approved by British 
Auto-Cycle Union, were to be Westlake, 
Santa Cruz, Carlsbad and Saddleback, 
However, at Westlake on Saturday, No- 
vember 16th, in the presence of witness- 
es, the MICUS representative informed 
him of the A.C.U. suspension of Bryan 
Wade’s International License, therefore 
he was not able to ride on Saturday. 

After making a telephone call to Eng- 
land regarding this suspension, Wade 
received a telegram the following day. 

Wade requested, on Sunday, permis- 
sion to ride the race at Westlake but 
again was refused. But the MICUS repre- 
sentative stated if the A.C.U. had not 
suspended Wade, that he could ride. 

After receiving the MICUS rep’s signed 
statement of refusal, Bryan presented 
the telegram from the A.C.U. stating 
there was NO BAN on his racing at 
Westlake and the next three events, So, 
Bryan rode Sunday's race.

WORLD MOTORCYCLE CONGRESS 


I was very fortunate to have the op- 
portunity to attend the 1968 FIM Inter- 
national Congress held in Madrid, Spain 
the week of November 2nd through the 
9th. It was quite interesting to meet the 
motorcycle dignataries from 35 nations 
of the world and see what problems they 
were facing in international competition. 

It gives me a better understanding and 
insight into the problems we face as 
human beings as well as in the motor- 
cycling sport. Naturally, there is a tre- 
mendous barrier due to the language 
differences and most countries must 
provide interpreters in order to under- 
stand the meetings. 

All meetings are officially taped and 
transcribed in English and French, Most 
conferences, however, were translated 
into four languages, English, French, 
German and Spanish, You can imagine the 
complexity of attending meetings of this 
type, where you must wear a translator 
ear set continually in order to know what 
is being discussed. 


U.S. Not Represented 


Because in the past the Motorcycle 
International Committee of the U.S, 
(MICUS) has notattended these meetings, 
the United States is not represented on 
any of the committees, and in this parti- 
cular association, the committees make 
the rules and regulations and present 
them to the general assembly for ap- 
proval or disapproval. However, I was 


fortunate to be able to sit in on some of : 


the closed committee meetings to get a 
better understanding of how the Federa- 
tion Internationale de Motorcyclistes 
functions, 

The only drastic rule change made 
was a limitation of the 50cc international 
road race class to one cylinder, six- 
speed machines which must weigh 60 
kilograms, approximately 132 Ibs, 

Quite a bit of discussion occurred on 
the possiblity of limiting the 125cc and 
250cc classes to two cylinder, multiple- 
speed transmissions and minimum ma- 
chine weight, but this was in the talking 
stage only. 


Manufacturers Pulling Out 

The feeling of the FIM general mem- 
bership is that some type of restriction 
on the machines must be made in order 
to stimulate the interest of the privateer 
in international competition, since it is 
apparent now thatthe tremendous backing 
of the manufacturers is disappearing. 
Honda has discontinuedinternational 
competition and now in 1969 Yamaha will 
be pulling out, Some of the smaller fac- 
tories have found itimpossible with their 
budgets to build extremely exotic ma- 
chinery, but they are willing to spend 
some engineering time and money to 
improve their standard models, which 
would greatly help the privateer.

Also, a decision was made thatin 1969 





Cal Law Change Affects Packing Double 


Packing double will be a little easier 
for California motorcycle enthusiasts 
with the new law changes that went into 
effect recently. 

Thanks to the efforts of United Motor- 
cycle Enthusiasts of California, the old 
regulation requiring handgrips on the 
machine for passengers has been 





dropped. From now on the passenger may 
hold onto the rider. 

Sidesaddle riding is illegal, however. 
The passenger must have both feet on 
footrests installed for that purpose, and 
may not take his or her feet off the pegs 
without risking a ticket, 


in international competition, the moto- 
cross riders will be required to ride 40 
minutes per moto, A great deal of dis- 
cussion was held concerning the possi- 
bility of adding motorcycling competition 
to the 1972 world Olympics. There has 
been a committee working on this for 
several years, The first event they are 
trying to get the Olympic committee to 
accept is moto-cross. No decision has 
been made by the Olympic Committee, 
but it is under discussion and many of the 
people in the FIM feel there is a good 
possibility there will be a moto-cross 
event in 1972. 


U.S. Moto-Cross Classic In 1970? 


I found it very important from the 
standpoint of information provided by the 
other FIM members. From time to time 
in the next few weeks, I willadd com- 
ments to my column concerning this 
meeting. We're still waiting for addition- 
al copies of the minutes, and as that 
information becomes available, I will 
pass it on to you. In closing, MICUS 
has.requested through the FIM that we be 
granted two world's championship events 
in 1970 — 250cc and 500cc classes in 
moto-cross, Our application has been 
placed and this must now be approved at 
the Congress in spring of 1969. You must 
apply one year in advance for a world's 
classic event.

California Legislature Changes 


While the recentelection brought com- 
paratively few changes in California, 
there were enough to switcha legislature 
that hàs been in the hands of the Demo- 
crat for quite some time to the Repub- 
licans, 

In the last session the total Senate vote 
was tied between the parties, the tie- 
breaking vote (when needed) going to the 
Republican Lieutenant Governor, The 
Assembly was Democrat-favored by a 
slight margin. It is now Republican by 
two votes. 

The practical result of this switch will 
be a considerable reorganization of the 
Assembly, Speaker Jesse Unruh will 
relinquish his post to a Republican, 
probably Robert Monagan from Tracy,A 
shift in committee assignments and 
chairmanships will also follow. 

It seems likely that a dramatic shake- 
up will not occur, both because of the 
delicate balance and because Assembly- 
man Monagan is a moderate, 

However, one committee important to 
motorcycle people, the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Transportation, is now chaired 
by John F. Foran, a Democrat. There is 
some likelihood that this will change. 
Robert Crown, Democratic Chairman of 
Assembly Ways and Means could also be 
caught in the shift. 


Exciting Changes 


A change to a Republican speaker pro 
tem in the Senate might also mean a 
shake-up of committee chairmanships, 
One change that would be most regretta- 
ble for us would be in Senate Finance, 
now chaired by George Miller, Jr., a 
Democrat, Senator Collier, chairman of 
Senate Transportation is also a Demo- 
crat. 

Each session of the Legislature is a 
new beginning, both for the things we 
hope to accomplish and for what we want 
to prevent, This coming year, more than 
ever, the challenge to the United Motor- 
cycle Enthusiasts of California will be 
real and exciting.

Trade Association 


and Hard Times

Last week it was my privilege to sit in on a meeting of the Motor 
cycle, Scooter & Allied Trades Association. Cycle enthusiasts may 
not know that this national trade public relations, lobbying and deliber 
ating organization does exist. Its annual budget would about pay the 
overhead of a small dealer's store. 

Brother Can You Spare $60? 

In recent years that have seen enormous growth of the motorcycle 
market, the association’s membership has declined to the point where 
this year it had to solicit dealer members for a pitiful $60 annual dues. 

It is significant that 267 motorcycle dealers across the United 
State joined up, knowing that they would not have any sayso in the 
association, but just to help it along. Clearly America needs a power 
ful voice in the behalf of good motorcycling. All we have now is the 
skeletal foundation of the MS&ATA. 

Part of the blame for this sorry state of affairs rest with the asso- 
ciation itself for not being more positive and aggressive in its pro- 
grams. But it’s very hard to be when you know the cupboard is bare. 
Faced with its own poverty in this time of plenty, the association man- 
ages to take care of essential business and that’s about all. 

Keeping the Pilot Lit 

The meeting, I found out, was convened to discuss the current 
operating budget of the association. Bad news. At first the only person 
who seemed to be enjoying the subject was Earl Miller, boss of the 
eastern Triumph operation. As the projected accruals and deficits un- 
reeled I sensed that.Miller, a noted accountant, was excited by the 
challenge of this poverty-stricken organization and confident that his 
actuarial genius would somehow budget it through another year. To- 
gether, he and Mike Bondy (BMW importer) dissected the costs. 

Walter Davidson looked glum. As the only successful American 
manufacturer, his company had financed the association almost single- 
handedly through the lean pre-honda years. He would probably pick up 
the budgetary tab for another 20 years if it meant keeping the pilot lit 
under the association. 

There were three new faces around the executive committee table: 
Pete Colman, boss of Johnson Motors and BSA Western, who is hitting 
his stride now in his third year of policymaking for the trade associa- 
tion, and Roxy Rockwood a former Cycle News columnist who now 
heads up the Yamaha Public Relations department. In addition, Ivan 
Wager sat in for Cycle World magazine. 

Light Response, Heavy Responsibility 

But nobody had any idea how enough money could be tound to pay 
all the association’s bills for past projects, or finance much-needed 
new ones. 

After four hours of pondering and palaver, outgoing president Bill 
Kennedy (Duckworth Chain) adjourned, and driving home from Disney- 
land afterwards I tried to recall what had been accomplished. 


They had established the time and place of the next meeting (Feb- 
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ruary, 1969, Washington, D.C.) and decided to postpone reconsideration 
of the dealer-associate-member program until then (they'd optimistical- 
ly figured 1,500 would have joined by now and were disappointed by 
what I considered a very encouraging 261). They'd directed the asso- 
ciation's only paid employee, Paul McCrillis, to deposit the $15,000 
sent in by the dealers in an interest-bearing account until they decided 
whether to call the program a failure and send the money back, or what- 
ever. And McCrillis was to lobby in Washington to try and get motor 
cycle dealers included in the same income benefit package that the 
powerful automobile trade recently won for its dealers. 
Self-Interest 

And so our gallant trade association struggled another step along 
the trail to motorcycle dignity, while the mountain grew by another 
mile. And I wonder, as Hondas and Suzukis and Kawasakis and Du- 
catis swish past me in the traffic, if perhaps some twinge of self- 
interest might cause those brands to participate in the MS&ATA. Or 
will the association's tiny but effective public relations program be 
dropped? Or will they have to cut back on the high-school rider educa- 
tion groundwork McCrillis is laying with the National Education Asso- 
ciation? 

It would be easy to tell the MS&ATA what they ‘should do (cam- 
paign vigorously for new members, take the lead in public relations 
and legislation, try to plan for motorcycling's needs before they arise, 
etc.) but it would be very hard to go in and rev it up singlehandedly. 
Without the money, energy and executive brainpower of American Hon- 
da Motor Company,. American Kawasaki, Bridgestone Motors, American 
Safety Equipment Corporation and the rest of the blue chip U.S. motor 
cycle companies — without the weight of debate these different minds 


- would bring to the deliberations — no trade association could yield 


less frustration than I have just described. 

I doubt if any amount of money could do all that the trade associ- 
tion has to do for the motorcycle industry now and in future years, un- 
less those thousands of dollars come accompanied by patient, serious 
articulate people, willing to work hard for the best interests of the 
motorcycle industry and customers. 

Forgive Us Our Crudity 

Prospective new members should be warned that their trade asso- 
ciates might take some getting used to. Some swear a lot. They'll prob- 
ably tell you what they don’t like about you when you first meet them. 
But after a while you'll find them (most of them) reasonable men. 

When the great day happens that Honda et. al. queue u p for mem- 
bership applications at the MS&ATA office, this company will join too. 
Meanwhile, everybody who has been touched reading these hard times 
of the motorcycle trade association should please send a donation to 
the "Keep up the Good Work Fund", c/o Motorcycle, Scooter and Al- 
lied Trades Assn., Worthington, Ohio 43085. If everybody reading this 
sends one dollar, the 1969 budget deficit will be wiped out. '

It required only half a quart of oil at the 
‘halfway mark. 

From the rider's seat it was more 
unnerving. Bergquist said the closest he 
came to crashing was hitting a sandwash 
at 75 mph and riding on his front tire 
for 200 yards. 

Froelich on the 250cc Honda spent over 
two hours in Santa Ynez repairing the 
rear fender brace that broke under the 
weight of & tool box and spare chain. It 
got tangled in the wheel, 

Both Hondas were equipped with Koni 
rear shocks, Bell said they were in as 
good shape at the end of the race as at 
the start, 

The team drivers rode together and, 
although strictly speaking they weren't 
supposed to, switched whenever they got 
tired, *Maybe this started out as every 
four hours,” Bell said, '«butitturned out 
to every 20 minutes at the end," 

Most of the motorcyclists looked in 
rough shape when they finished their 
grind, especially if they'd been riding 
behind a fast car for 75 miles or so. 

“Some of them had to eattons of dirt," 
Bell said, ‘They looked drugged, other 
than tired,” 


Bergquist/Preston Win 
Bergquist started sixth off the line at 
6:06 a,m, Tuesday. He passed everything 
except a Bronco and a dune buggy before 
reaching the dirt.

about to pass for the lead, he ran out of 
gas — a miscalculation that might have 
been costly. 

\ Bell was looking around for a plce to 
land the plane in the dangerous terrain 
when suddenly an old Mexican appeared 
in a pick-up truck, He siphoned off some 
gas for Bergquist and gave him a push to 
Start, About 10 miles south of El Rosario 
Bergquist passed Malcolm Smith's dune 
buggy and Larry Minor's Bronco, 

From here on he built up his lead, One 
of the three helicopters from the Wide 
World of Sport had to follow Bergquist 
exclusively, he was so far in front. The 
footage willbe televised early in January. 

At 3:37 p.m. he reached El Arco, the 
halfway mark, and handed the undamaged 
Honda over to Gary Preston, The pit 
stop was six minutes long, They lubri- 
cated the chain and added the oil, 

Preston made it into La Paz at 2:44 
a,m,, almost a 45 mph average for the 
Ensenada to La Paz trip. 

Next year it'll be hard to beat the 
Bergquist/Preston record because 
NORRA, the National Off Road Racing 
Association, is re-routing to slow down 
the times. This is because of the greater 
number of accidents in this year's fast 
run, especially from car drivers, as 
compared with 1967's more deliberate 
pace over rougher roads. This will bene- 
fit the motorcycles, Bell says he is al- 
most certain a cycle will win again 


next year. 
2 Protest 


At least one accident was apparently 
caused by the rivalry between cars and 
motorcycles, An official protest was 
launched by the Montesa team after John 
DeSoto claimed he was run off the road 
by Parnelli Jones, driving for the Ford 
Bronco team. 

One report has it that one Wide World 
of Sport helicopter filmed the efforts of 
DeSoto to pass Jones who shifted back 
and forth on the narrow track to prevent 
it, After three or four attempts to pass, 
DeSoto made one last effort and, having 
been left no room on the road, crashed 
hard. 

He was still shaken up when he arrived 
in El Arco two hours later. The front peg 
was broken off and he'd lost the rubber 
pad from underneath the tank, He was 
Soaked with gas. 

His rear wheel was almostcompletely 
collapsed. Unfortunately the Kimball Mo- 
tors Montesa crews had sent their spare 
wheel out on their plane when it was re- 
ported that DeSoto was finished, His co- 
rider, Ron Nelson, left El Arco on the 
wobbly wheel after the airplane had been 
contacted to make an air drop at first 
light, 

Jones had been making good time, He 
had an 95 mph average tothefirst check, 
But shortly after the incident with De 
Soto his engine blew. 

An unconfirmed report says NORRA 
ruled that the film couldn't be used to 
support the Montesa protest, 

John Barnes took over another Kimball 
Montesa from Dick Hansen at El Arco, 
After passing check point six, San Inga- 
cio, the rear tire went flat, Barnes de- 
cided to go back to his support crew at 
San Ignacio, 

On the return trip at about five mphhe 
crashed and broke his collar bone, Last 
year this team was second bike and third 
overall, 

Fourth in the 250 class and twentieth 
overall was a Husky ridden by Tom Muto 
and Bruce Dunford, Bill Sunderland, San 
Francisco owner of the Husky Com- 
mando, asked them the Friday night 
before the race if they'd like to ride. 

They agreed, and got the completely 
stock machine Sunday morning. Redondo 
Beach Husqvarna dealer Ralph Brittain 
put his shop at their disposal and the 
bike was prepared by noon, 

But during the 832-mile run they 
sprang a leak in the air box, causing 
some plug fouling and a delay of over 
two hours. 

Mary McGee became the first women 
to finish in the money when she picked up 
fourth in production utility vehicles with 
a Datsun pick-up truck, helped by co- 
driver John Timanus, Mrs. McGeeraces 
moto-cross in the 250 Junior class on a 
Husqvarna, Because of her motorcycle 
background she didn't get as tired as the 
rest of the car drivers. 

Last year’s winner J.N, Roberts onan 
eight-speed 420cc Husky failed to finish. 
The other Edison Dye entry of Swedish 
stars Gunnar Lindstrom and Ake Johnson 
also dropped out, 

The Cycle World-ZDS Motors Norton 
Pll suffered a shredded rear tube out- 
side of check point three, Ride Jerry Platt 
hiked back to the check point togeta new 
tube, By the time he returned the bike 
was gone, It still hasn’t been heard of and 
is probably bobbing along right now,

WESTLAKE VILLAGE, Nov, 16-17— The 
rolling moto-cross circuit was beautiful 
but a little too fast for many, including 
some of the Europeans who prefer their 
courses to be more demanding, It wasn’t 
rough enough. Part of the track led up a 
steep hill, through a barn and down the 
Main Street of a movie set, Farther on 
there was a gully, a deep sandwash and 
a loop that swooped ‘way up a hill and 
down, giving almost 100% visibility to 
spectators — and there were about 20,000 
of them, 


Brian Set On Fence 

Saturday saw the running of the 250cc 
-and under machines anda confusion that 
put Greeves-factory-rider Bryan Wade 
out of the 250 International. 

Edison Dye, promoter of the series, 
claims Wade was scheduled to ride at 
Dallas but appeared at Hopetown instead, 
Under FIM rules this constitutes an 
automatic suspension, 

Wade and Greeves-distributor Nick 
Nicholson claim Wade had been with- 
drawn from Dallas earlier and that they 
had written permission for him to ride 
Hopetown as an exhibition from the ACU, 
Brian, however, decided not to ride until 
more information was received. 

That night a call was made to England 
and by morning a cable came back from 
the ACU saying there was no ban on Wade 
whatsoever, including the rest of the 
Inter-Am's, So Sunday, Wade competed. 

The 125 Senior saw Joel Robert, reign- 
ing 250 World Champion out on a Sachs, 
with Claes Nilson (Penton) and Belgium 
champion Marcel Weirtz on a Bultaco 
finishing in that order, and not without 
proving they had as much style on the 
smaller machines as they had on their 
full size bikes, Weirtz's Bul was the 
fastest but after leading for a while a bolt 
came loose up front causing some hand- 
ling problems. The front end began flop- 
ping around, Gary Bailey and Lars 
Larsson (Pentons) put on a great battle, 
especially Bailey who was hit with me- 
chanical troubles again. He had to pull 
in for a plug change. 


Axthelm First Yank 

Although three of their stars were 
sidelined by injuries, including Torsten 
Hallman, Husqvarna still did all right 
for themselves, getting, among other 
things, **first American" on Sunday. 

In the 250 International it was Joel 
Robert (C-Z) the winner by Husky- 
mounted Christer Hammargren really 
gave him a go in the second round, Fel- 
low teammate Torleif Hansen ended 
third, 

In ninth place and first American was 
«Iron Man” Walt Axthelm on a Maico, 
Behind him in 10th was Barry Higgins 
all the way from the East Coast where 
he got a fifth place in one Inter-Am 
moto at Pepperell. He fared wellagainst 
the West Coast's finest and showed why

he is rated as one of the top Eastern 
riders, 

Marcel Weirtz, the Belgium Bultaco 
champ, lived up to his publicity by riding 
a PurSang that was freshly uncrated and 
put together right in the pits in front of 
anyone who cared to stop by and watch. 
We did, and he ended 6th behind Dave 
Bickers (C-Z) on a real stocker, 

the Montesa marque also did well. 
John De Soto was 11th in the 250 and the 
500, Ron Nelson picked up 12th in the 
500. But it was Bill Dekking who sur- 
prised everyone. In the combined 500- 
Open Junior he won two straight followed 
by a third place, beating off the likes of 
Mike Haney (Triumph) and desert number 
one Steve Hurd (Norton). 


Watch Russ Darnell 


The 500 International was, of course, 


.what the crowd had come to see. It was 


tremendous racing, Robert grabbed off 
the lead but dropped it. For three laps 
Brian Wade (Greeves) had it and was flat 
flying with Dave Bickers (C-Z) and 
Germany's Adolph Weil (C-Z) in hot 
pursuit, 

As the laps progressed it was Weil 
taking over. At one point, lapping at 2.2 
seconds, he had a 28-1/2 second lead on 
the second place man, 

Gary Bailey (Greeves) ended up first 
American in the first round with what, 
unofficially, was about a fourth place, 
But then he had bad luck again. He 
dropped a chain and there wasn’t a re- 
placement available. 

It was Husky-rider Russ Darnell who 
ended first American overall with a 
beautiful ride. Once again we’re saying 
he’s under-estimated by most because 
he’s quiet off the track and so smooth on 
it he doesn’t appear to be doing anything. 

Second American and 7th overall was 
BSA-rider Chuck '*'Feets" .Minert, He 
was followed in by Dick ““Ви зу”, Mann 
on a Greeves who was first American at 
Ohio. 


Wilson Wheelies Backward 

Next came what was probably the most 
enjoyable part of the program, While the 
officials were busy figuring up who were 
the fastest Americans, the Europeans got 
to playing in the huge starting area, They 
charged and circled to throw mountains 
of dirt at each other, 

Robert put a little girl up before him 
on the tank and with hands on hips and 
hers on the bars demonstrated that those 
fearsome C-Zeds can also bepussycats, 

They played tag, dodging in amongst 
the other riders and spectators and 
showering all and sundry with dirt. There 
were wheelie contests where they were 
joined by Americans John De Soto, Feets 
Minert and Gary Bailey.. 

And young American Greeves rider 
Jim Wilson, who got a ninth in the 500 
International, did something no one else 
did, a wheelie while kneeling on the seat.

The youth of today will be the race 
stars of tomorrow, and Mainer Richards, 
17, of Oroville, located in Butte County, 
began his motorcycling early in hopes of 
someday becoming skilled enough to 
make his claim to fame, 

The son of Mr. and Mrs, Jay E. 
Richards of 6685 Irwin Ave., Oroville, 
Richards is a junior at Oroville High 
School, He ran his first race in March 
of 1966 when he was just 15-years-old, 
He turned amateur in August, 1967, and 
still retains that classification. 

Although he is a two-stroke man, 
Richards rode his first season on a 
Honda 50cc. Last year he had his own 
Yamaha 100cc twin, and this year he will 
ride for Drake’s Hodaka Shop on a new 
100cc machine. 

Richards, whose number is 122R, flat- 
tracks every week at the Cycle-land 
Speedway between Oroville and Chico.

As enthusiastic about raising hogs as 
racing, Richards recently sold one of his 
animals at the Junior Grand National 
Livestock and Horse Show in the Cow 
Palace in San Francisco, where he took 
a second place ribbon. He also wasnoti- 
fied he was the winner of a cash award 
for showmanship. 

Beside other awards in his major, 
Richards received his second silver 
award this year from the Bank of Amer- 
ica for his agricultural project. 

Richard’s short race career has taken 
him as far north as McArthur in Shasta 
County and south, to Tracy, which is 
located near Stockton. He has contested 
at every track in between, including well 
known Roseville and at a track in a town 
with the unusual name of Hungry Hollow. 

Born Sept. 27, 2950, in Honolulu, 
Hawaii, Richards moved to Oroville with 
his family in September of 1960, follow- 
ing retirement of his father from the 
U.S. Navy. 

His parents andhis sisters, Regina and 
Dorothy, are enthusiastic race fans and 
travel with Richards to all of his races.

DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 9, 10— Withappar- 
ently little trouble from the other sports- 
man riders, Walt Axhelm on a Sachs 
polished off the 125cc class of the Inter- 
Am moto-cross races here. He posted 
two wins, 

The eventual winner of the 250cc 
Junior, Jack O’ Leary of Austin, happened 
to wander in bright-eyed on Saturday even 
though he’d been told his race wasn’t 
until Sunday. 

However, when he got there he found out 
not only that his race was Saturday, but 
that he only had a few more minutes of 
practice time left to him, 

After only four familiarization laps, 
O'Leary set out and won the first heat, 
overtaking European Joe Joiner (CZ) in 
the closing laps. In the second heat, how- 
ever, he made a couple of minor mis- 
takes, one of which required an engine 
restart, and dropped to third, 

Joe Joiner finished first in that heat to 
take first overall. Mike Cullum (Kawa-

saki) was third overall with seven points, 
(These meets are scored by giving first 
place one point, second place two, and so 
forth. Winner is rider with lowest score 
overall, 

The first heat of 250cc Senior was 
completely dominated by Torleif Hansen 
(Husqvarna) from Sweden, but his fourth 
place finish in the second heat left him 
with one point more than Dave Bickers 
(CZ). Bickers had a three and a one 
pointer, 

Third was BengtAlberg(Husqvarna) of 
Sweden with a four and a three. First 
American finisher was Glen Vincent 
(Ossa), who finished twelfth and ninth. 

Joe Joiner fended off Doug Parks 
(Husqvarna) with ease in the 500cc Junior 
first heat. In the second, however, he 
took the CZ too lowintoa turn, grounding 
his shift lever and doubling it back. 
Shifting problems resulted, cutting seri- 
ously into his lead. 

Finally, with half a lap to go, the CZ 
went out of gear and stayed there until 
Parks and most of the field had gone by. 

Parks' three points netted him the win. 
Don Prowse (Bultaco) was second, fol- 
lowed by Joiner, 

Joel Robert won the first heat of the 
500cc Senior. It looked like he'd take the 
overall easily until Torleif Hansen(Hus- 
qvarna), who'dfinished second in the first 
heat, almost took the second. He had an 
early long lead but Robert cut systema- 
tically into it and finally passed Hansen 
in the closing laps. 

Dave Bickers (CZ) was third overall 
with a three and a four, 

Once again the American entries had to 
take a back seat, The highest American 
finish was a seventh by John DeSoto on 
Montesa. 

In the open class for sportsman riders, 
Johnny Lee was first overall with two 
wins on a Bultaco. Second was Jim Lutz; 
third, Harman Steuber. 

Several thousand turned out on a cold 
Sunday for the meet, One garish incident 
threatened to bring an unpleasant notor- 
iety to the event which hopefully could 
become an annual affair, During Sunday 
practice a Metisse-framed Honda sailed 
into the air and landed in the crowd, 
taking out four spectators. 

Perhaps with a little more space be- 
tween participants and non-participants, 
the action would be somewhat less heart- 
stopping.
